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REMARKS 

After entry of this amendment, claims 1-9 are pending. The claims have been amended 
without disclaimer or prejudice to remove multiple dependencies and to better comply with U.S 
practice. The amendments find support inter alia in the original claims. The amendment to 
claim 4 finds fiirther support in the specification at page 10, lines 7-21 . No new matter has been 
added. 

Claim Objections 

The Examiner objected to claims 5-9 for being improperly dependent. In light of the 
amendments, the objection ie believed to be rendered moot. Reconsideration and withdrawal of 
the objection is respectfully requested. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. S 103 

Claims 1-4 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being obvious over Kamal et al. 
(Tetrahedron Letters, 2003; hereinafter "Kamal") in view of Deeter et al. (Tetrahedron Letters, 
1990; hereinafter "Deeter") and Zimmerman (U.S. Patent No. 5,254,737). Applicants 
respectfully traverse. 

The Examiner noted that the Applicants could not rely on the foreign priority to 
overcome this rejection because a tratislation of the priority docimient had not been made of 
record. Applicants submit herewith a certified copy of the English translation of the priority 
document DE 102 35 206.2 filed August 1, 2002, accompanied by a statement that the translation 
of the certified copy is accurate, pursuant to 37 CFR § 1 .55 (a)(4)(i)(b) and (a)(4)(ii). Applicants 
respectfully request that this certified translation be made of record. 

Kamal has a publication date of 2003. Therefore, Kamal is not prior art because the 
publication date is after the filing date of the priority application to which the present application 
claims benefit. In view of tlie submission of the ccitificd English translation of the priority 
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document, the rejection is believed to be rendered moot. Reconsideration and withdrawal of this 
rejection is requested. 

CONCLUSION 

For at least the above reasons, Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the 
rejections and allowance of the claims.
